In 1927-28 Season 


Stationary Dramatic 


Organizations 


and Rotary Groups Reach 


Highest Figure—Movie Circuits Becoming More 


Hospitable 

NEW YORK, Jan 16.—With more than 
500 cities and towns having witnessed 
dramatic stock presentations by either 
Stationary companies or rotary groups, 
the season of 1927-'28 promises to go on 
record as a banner period in the forward 
march of the dramatic stock industry. 

The actual number of permanent dra- 
matic organizations at this writing, ex- 
clusive of rotary stocks, is 151. The 
highest peak for all time, reached this 
season, was about 160. In addition to 
this there are 50 or more circle troupes 
and about 30 tabloid dramatic com- 
panies. 

Owing to the fact that a great many 
stocks play one city in summer and a 
different location in winter, while a good 
many change their stand even three or 
four times in a season, the actual num- 
ber of towns that are given dramatic 
stock is equivalent to more than twice 
the number of companies. 

In the circle stock field, each unit plays 
three or more towns a week, and in some 
cases the companies play one-night 
stands, rotating between six towns. 

The tab. drama troupes used in con- 
junction with moving pictures and tak-

on the circuit policy. These companies 
are distinct from the muscal tabloids.

Robert Milton Ready To Launch 
His Resident Theater Company 


HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 14.—Robert 
Milton, recognized as one of the fore- 
most of America’s theatrical directors, 
has selected Hartford as the testing 


ground for the organization of a resident 
theater, patterned after the 
organization of the Moscow Art Theater. 

It is a development of the native stage, 
combining the practical features of the 
current theater and the artistic validity 
of the repertory house. He is to deliver 
addresses on the subject here during the 
next week, and will also confer with per- 
sons who are interested on the feasibility 
of the organization 

As the plans are outlined, the Resident 
Theater Company would remain in the 
city for a period of six weeks at a time, 
during which the best plays obtainable 
would be presented, along with casts of 
actors and actresses of high and recog- 
nized ability. 

Plans also include the presentation of 
at least half a dozen plays during the 
year, the successes to be retained and 
done repeatedly thruout the year.

An organization of about 20 players 
under three-year contracts is contem- 
plated. Besides Hartford, Philadelphia, 
Boston and New York, with the latter as 
the location of the main theater latcr, 
are included in the outline.

Anti-Blue Law Crusaders To Meet 


In Washington To Create Sentiment 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.—The 
Washington Citizens’ Committee Opposed 
to Blue Laws has opened headquarters 
at the Carlton Hotel, 15th and K streets, 
N. W 

From this point the campaign against 
the Lankford “District Blue-Law Bill” 
will be carried on. The committee repre- 
sents the National Association Opposed 
to Blue Laws, Inc., which convenes in the 
Mayflower Hotel January 18. Attorney 
Marx Lewis, general counsel for the as- 
sociation, will preside. At this meeting 
ways and means of mobilizing public 
sentiment against the Lankford bill will 
be discussed. A communication sent out 
from campaign headquarters to the 
public reads, in part: 

“It is a matter of common knowledge 


that a well-financed, well-organized 
lobby is insidiously at work at the Capi- 
tol, seeking the enactment of the Lank- 
ford proposal, which would ban all Sun- 
day amusements and most forms of Sun- 
day labor and business. The ‘Bigotry 
Lobby’, with ample funds behind it and 
cunning wire pullers to achieve its pur- 
poses, has caused the arrest of hundreds 
of persons thruout the country for viola- 
tion of ancient and forgotten blue laws, 
and has secured the enactment of 
fanatical Sunday-closing regulations in 
many places. Washington, modern, pro- 
gressive and cosmopolitan, must not fall 
under the sway of similar intolerance 
Justice and common sense demand this, 
and so do the best interests of the com- 
munity.” 


Try To Evade Sunday Law 


AMARILLO, Tex., Jan. 14—In an 
attempt to discover some manner of 
Operating Sunday shows’ without 
violation of the State blue laws, two 
Arnarillo theaters gave free shows last 
Sunday, after operators nad been ar- 
rested twice. 

Arrests of operators of the theaters 


have been made regularly each 
Sunday since December 4. Sheriff 
Wiley Pollard says he understood 
when employees opened the show 


after they had made bond on the first 
charge last Sunday they were guilty 
of a second offense.

royalty statements to cover breakage. 
The copyright law does not allow for 


this, nor does it say anything about a 
mechanical company paying less than 2 
cents per record. The law says that 
mechanical and reproducing companies 
shall pay 2 cents per record and pay it 
every 30 days. 

Several weeks ago the publishers de- 
cided that it was time to call a halt on 
the breakage practice and held a meet- 


ing. They were invited to sign a peti- 
tion—or an ultimatum—to the me- 
chanical companies stating that after 
January 1 the mechanical companies 
would have to live up to the law and 
pay royalty in full. All but about 10 
publishers who attended the meeting 


signed the petition. And the signers in- 
cluded all the prominent firms in New 
York. 

Last week several smal] publishers 
were notified indirectly that they could 
expect very little co-operation in a me- 
chanical way so long as they held out 
for the full royalty After giving the 
matter careful consideration three small 
firms informed the mechanical firms 
that they had changed their minds 
about the matter and would permit the 
10 per cent to be deducted from all 
statements. 

Another angle cropped up when a 
well-known orchestra leader was told he 
could record some of his unpublished 
songs for 1 cent per record, but that he 
would not place the sones with any 
publisher without first obtaining per- 
mission from the recording company. 
which evidently means that he would 
have to place it with a publisher not 
bound by the new publishers’ agreement 
Judging by the reports coming in from 
the phonograph field, one is inclined to 
believe the mechanical concerns are go- 
ing to favor publishers not demanding 
full royalty and unpublished numbers by 
leaders, which, in all probability, they 
will obtain for 1 cent per record 

This means that the best the big pub- 
lishers may hope for is recordings of 
their bona fide hits. One small firm is 
reported to have signed contracts with a 
recording company for 18 numbers at 1 
cent per record. The wise birds in the 
scng game say that the publishers’ in- 
ning is coming and that they may do 
some tall batting before they are thru.

Producers Turn 


To Jewish Theater 


NEW YORK, Jan has 
been a common complaint among Broad- 
way producers that the difficult 
frequently to cast finished players for 
their productions, despite the large 


number of performers who are out of 


ing offices, little has been done by most 
of these magnates to relieve the situ- 
ation. Occasionally finds are made in 
road shows or in stock companies, but 
in general the cry has been that each 
season brings a greater dearth of fin- 
ished players principally because of the 
lack of the old-time training school— 
the stock company of high merit. 

A few producers, nevertheless, hz 
been looking beyond the cause of thi 
complaint, in hopes of discovering an- 
other source. Some of these factors be- 
lieve that one of the most powerful and 
potentially useful fields from this angle 
exists right in New York, and has been 
woefully neglected, except by a few ex- 
ceptions. This field is that of the Jew- 
ish theaters. In the Jewish theatrical 
world, such producers believe, there are 
many players who would now be of ines- 
timable value to Broadway productions, 
but who have either been overlooked 
because of their lack of Broadway ex- 
perience or who have no inclination to 
come uptown. Molly Picon, of course, 
is the outstanding example of the latter 
group, but many of the former are anx- 
ious to widen their scope. 

The realization of this possibility has 
been brought very slowly to such en- 
lightened Times Square managers, who 
have gradually become aware of it thru 
the work of such products of the Jewish 
art theaters as Ben-Ami, Weisenfreund 
and more recent finds like Irving Honig- 
man, Meyer Seltzer, Bella Gudinsky and 
Sonia Radina. Sensing that these were 


only the advance guard of a we nu- 
merous group, investigation: made 
that showed that these Jew ueaters 
either outrank or rank wit: ie very 


best of the stock groups and offer the 
members of their companies better train- 
ing that can be obtained elsewhere. 

While the average stock company ac- 
tor is rushed with too frequent changes 
of show, thus eliminating the possibility 
of becoming proficient in various parts 
and becoming acquainted with a wide 
variety of standard pieces, the player 
in the Jewish theater is helped in gain- 
ing a more thoro, varied and finished 
art because of the better regulated sys- 
tem. The result is that the average is 
higher than the average in most other 
groups, and the exceptions who are de- 
sirable Broadway material are more fre- 
quent than elsewhere. Some producers 
believe that the average of acting skill 
in the Longacre district would be en- 
hanced if these groups were used as 
feeders more often

and lots of criticism, but that is what we 
need, as it takes many suggestions and 
many minds to work out a solution of 
our business and bring us all to a 
mutual understanding whereby we can 
be of help to each other. 

“The managers have been the last to 
organize and you will find organizations 
among the stagehands, musicians and all 
branches of business except the stock 
managers. 

“True, there is a Producing Managers’ 
Association, but it does not embrace the 
stock or repertoire field. There are many 
high-class repertoire managers, such as 
Charles Champlin William Harder, 
Charles Roskum, John and Frank Win- 
ninger and others who would be valuable 
members, and we would like to hear just 
what they think of the proposition. 

“Of course. a number will say, ‘Oh, 
well, we tried it before and it failed.’ 
Quite true, but it is never to late to try 
again and if we keep on trying we will 
succeed. 

“My partner, Mr. Smith. and I will 
give time and what financial assistance 
we can to the forming of the union, or 
whatever you may choose to call it, for I 
believe it will give us a botter footing 
in the business and we can eventually 
help form the actors’ contracts and 
make better contracts with playwrights 
and playbrokers 

“I feel that this would mean a great 
help to them as they deal on the larger 
subjeets with an association instead of 
with an individyal. I had the pleasure 
of helping to organize the T. R. M. P. A., 
of which T am still a proud member, 
and they are accomplishing a great deal. 
They have helped their members to a 
better royalty basis, better law condi- 
tions in a number of States and, in 
many respects, the betterment of their 
members. This organization is on a sound 
business and financial basis. I believe it 
has placed the tented theaters on a 
higher standard, morally and financially, 
as every member fs striving to live up to 
the hich ideals embraced by the by- 
laws and to make his or her company 
the ideal show of its type. 

“T am pleased to report that our ¢om- 
panies are playing to nice business and 
while we have had a couple of bad ones 
this year we were also blessed with some 
very good ones and we will strive at all 
times to make our theaters and com- 
panies a community asset and pride and 
to place our profession in the light of 
clean publicity instead of trying to de- 
grade it, for I sincerely believe the stock 
company is here to stay and that the 
spoken drama will not die as long as 
we have such men as Henry Duffy, O. D.

After President Babbitt called the 
meeting to order about 10 o’clock he 
announced the program as printed would 


be adhered to and the first speaker 
was Henry Knecht, secretary of the 
Comanche County Fair, of Coldwater, 


whose subject was How To Secure County 
Co-Operation for the Fair. Mr. Knecht 
said this was difficult, but could be had, 
and asked for suggestions and ideas from 
the floor. I. D. Graham, of the State 
Board of Agriculture, Topeka, had as his 
topic, Uniformity of Classification and 
Regulations. Mr. Graham said among 
other things that there were 3.000 coun- 
ty fairs in the United States, with a 
canital of over $180,000,000 invested, an 
average investment of $60,000, and that 
one-third of the people of the U. S. at- 
tend the fairs, more than go to baseball, 
fontball, the movies or church. The fairs 
were the best means of reaching the peo- 
pre. Mr. Graham advocated uniform 
prices for the convenience of the ex- 
hibitor and that with uniformity in the 
fairs he would know what to expect 
from all fairs alike. 


The next speaker was A. L. Sponsler, 
secretary of the Kansas State Fair, and 
his subject was State and County Fairs 
—Their Proper Relations. He said that 
tne county fair was as important as the 
public schools and should be protected 
and more attention paid to the organizae- 
tion and operation of the county fairs, 
as a fair is a business proposition as 
much as any other business. He thought 
trat the fairs should get the strongest, 
most popular and influential men in 
the county in their personnel and run 
the fair on a business basis, the expenses 
net to exceed the income. Mr. Sponsler 
clesed by saying the State fair was asort 
of Supreme Court for the county fairs, 
as after the best had been displayed and 
adjudzed at the county fairs they should 
be brought to the State fair. Mr. Spon- 
sler believed in the organizing of cir- 
cuits, as this brought good, wholesome 
amusements and attractions within the 
purses of many of the fairs. altho the 
main purpose of a fair was to enhance 
the value of agriculture He said that 
the State fair was organized 28 years ago 
and the first State fair held in 1901 and 
the State could have no more important 


business than the upbuilding and main-. 


taining of its fairs, as everyone attend- 
ing a fair corried away with him some- 
worth while and interesting tn 
the wey of information. 

Needed Legislation, by George Har- 
man, secretary of the association and 
secretary of the Jefferson County Fair 
at Valley Falls.

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Ohio Fair Meet Best Ever Held 
(Continued from page 66) 
treasurer. Following these preliminaries, 
President Cooper launched into his an- 

nual report 

“Ohio fairs are the best in the United 
States,” stated Cooper. “We admit it and 
challenge other States to disprove the 
statement ‘ck in the number of 
fairs, in character of exhibits, and since 
one third of the people of our State 
attend the State, county and independent 
fairs, I think we may claim the at- 
tendance flag.” 

President Cooper then discussed House 
Bill No. 83, which during the past 
year was favorably passed upon by the 
General Assembly. The bill provides for 
a mandatory allowance to all county 
fairs, $1,500 minimum. $2,000 maximum; 
the right to make such allowances on 
the part of county commissioners to in- 
dependent fairs; that any levies made 
on residuce left over as a result of previ- 
ous laws, may now be appropriated for 
improvements or to pay indebtedness; 
that county commissioners may appro- 
priate up to $10,000 a year, which amount 
can be used not only for improvements, 
repairs, etc., but can be used for the 
liquidation of existing debts. He termed 
the bill one of the most constructive 
pieces of fair legislation ever enacted in 
this State. 

At the last convention the question 
of a permanent secretary for the organi- 
zatio.: was discussed. In this connec- 
tion President Cooper stated that a num- 
ber of conferences have been held with 
leading fair men on the need for a per- 
manent headquarters, with* a full-time 
secretary in charge, and, almost without 
exception, it was agreed that such a2 
secretary would be of inestimable value 
towards the progress of the various fairs 
of the State. But as it would be im- 
possible to create such an office, prop- 
erly man it, and have it function in a 
way that would insure the benefits de- 
sired under an expenditure of less than 
$8.000. and as the fairs of Ohio have 
been compelled to do without certain 
public benefits for the last two years, 
leaving them somewhat crippled, Presi- 
dent Cooper constrained to recommend 
the desirability of a full-time secretary 
until the fairs are financially able to 
assume the responsibility. 

In speaking of the speed programs, 
President Cooper stated: ‘The fair men 
of Ohio determined sometime ago that 
the race track—not the barn—was the 
proper place to decide the winner of 
arace What the public wants is good, 
clean sport. and so long as our purpose 
and determination is to give them that 
kind of sport, they will appreciate this 
most pleasing feature of our fairs. With 
uniform rules in sight, with watches, at 
last, that keep as good time as the 
grand-stand watches, and real contests 
the speed ring is being elevated to re- 
spect and confidence. It is the plain 
duty of fair managers to remove every 
semblance of sharp practice.” 

On the matter of attractions, President 
Cooper stated that cheap midways have 
long lost their appeal to the public 
“In substitution,” asserted Cooper, “fairs 
of Ohio are gradually putting on free 
attractions of merit—for which they pay 
good money—and, as a result, are getting 
more dollars at the gate.” Meritorious 
attractions are a far better investment 
than the renting of space to cheap 
shows that disappoint fair patrons, he 
said. 

“We find not a little fault with the 
concession law,” continued Cooper, “par- 
ticularly its operation. The mere fact that 
a man is licensed to exhibit may not be 
a good reason for selling him space. You 
are the judge of the kind of concession- 
aires desired. If, by chance, a mediocre 
bshow has a license, it does not follow 
that you are to give such show space on 
your grounds. Keep the standard of 
your fair high. In the long run it will 
pay.” 

Cooper then stressed the value of 
more and better publicity as a means 
of drawing the crowds to the fair. He 
also lauded the community theater as an 
innovation in entertainment and a pow- 
erful medium with which to draw home 
folk to the fairgrounds. In regard to 
the club work as a means of attracting 
the throngs, Cooper stated: “Our organi- 
zation has done a great piecé of work 
toward the development of boys and girls’ 
club work. More than 30,000 boys and 
girls are exhibiting at the various fairs 
thruout the State of Ohio, and in the 
club work is developed a fine spirit of 
competition We cannot overlook the 
fact that the public schools are rendering 
a valued service in this regard and we 
owe to the county school superintendents 


excel] 
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and to the teachers of the State our full 
appreciation.’ 

“The importance of freeing our fairs 
from debt is evident,”’ continued Cooper. 
“Substantial relief thru legislative enact- 
ments is assured many fairs, but we can- 
not overlook the fact that better bus!- 
ness methods will help solve the prob- 
lem. The with only one week in 
which to present its program must pre- 
pare with great care and conduct the 
exhibition at an expense somefimes dif- 
ficult to control. Irecommend the budcet 
system as a safeguard to insure the 
balancing of expenditures and receipts.” 

Other speakers during the Wednesday 
afternoon session included I. L. Holder- 
man; J.L.Clifton, Clayton Coblentz and 
Joscph W. Fichter, on “Public Schools 
in Co-Operation With the Fair”; Ed S 
Wilson, J. M. Hodson, Jay Young and 
W. B. Richmond, on “What Makes Suc- 
cessful Fairs’; N. E. Shaw, Col. Fred 
Terry and W. T. White, on “Publicity 
That Pays”, and J. D. Craig, on “Evolu- 
tion of the Night Fair”. 

More than 800 people, including wives 
and guests of the association member 
thronged the vast dining hall of the Neil 
House Wednesday night for the Fellow- 
ship Banquet, which began at 6:30 
o'clock. Myers Y. Cooper presided over 
the banquet and after the repast in- 
troduced as the first speaker L. J. Taber, 
master of the National Grange, who em- 
phasized the economic problems of agri- 
culture and their relation to county 
fairs. 


“If Ohio fairs hold their own,” he said, 
“they must keep abreast of the 
cultural and commercial progress of the 
day. There is no use in a fair trying 
to compete with a circus, or to try to 
live on side shows or catch-penny 
games. Intelligent farmers want to find 
something worth while if they expect 
to come again. Entertainment is es- 
sential, but education is fundamental 
to a fair that holds its place, whether it 
is a county or State fair.” 

Charles V. Truax, director of agricul- 
ture, also spoke on the economic prob- 
lem, stating that “unless there is a re- 


fair 


agri- 


covery in agriculture, many of Ohio's 
fairs are doomed. Statistics recently 
tabulated,”” he said, “show a steady 


diminution in receipts of our fairs since 


1919. A stabilized. healthy and pros- 
perous agriculture is the only agency 
which can save our county and inde- 


pendent fairs. They must be saved since 
they are a point of educational contact 
between farm and city that should be 
maintained.” 

Declaring that the association had a 
vital interest in agriculture, Cooper also 
attacked farm problems. “We cannot 
go on in this country in the direction of 
prosperity with a basic industry such as 
agriculture lagging behind every other 
industry and producing at a loss or 
without profit,” he said. 

Mrs. Dwight Young (Betty Fairfax), 
Thurman (Dusty) Miller and W. L. Hard- 
ing, former governor of Iowa, were 
other speakers of the evening. The en- 
tertainment was furnished thru the 
courtesy of the Barnes-Carruthers Fairs 
Booking Association, the Gus Sun Book- 
ing Exchange and the Western Vaude- 
ville Managers’ Association. Music was 
furnished by the Neil House Orchestra 
The decorations were furnished thru the 
courtesy of the Gordon Fireworks Com- 
pany, and the badges, by Huff.

He was followed by Dr. V. M. Brian, 
also of the State Department of Health, 
who told what is being done to spread a 
knowledge of methods of preventing dis- 
ease. He strongly urged periodic health 
surveys

Readying Season 
At Hand for Parks 


Ride Manufacturers Report Many 
Installations — Resorts Pre- 
pare for Better Season 


The music of the saw and hammer and 
the swish of the paint brush are heard 
thruout the land—or, at least, that 
much of the land which sustains amuse- 
ment parks. 

The renewing season is on, and every- 
where park managers are expecting to get 
at least an even break from the weather 
man in 1928, and are getting ready for a 
big season. 

Thru the winter there has been no 
pessimism on the part of ride manufac- 
turers, whose plants are busy on new in- 
stallations in every part of the country. 
Most of the parks, especially those in 
the East, absorbed a lot of punishment 
last season in the third of a series of 
bad-weather years that for the number 
of rain-soaked week-ends will prohably 
be without a parallel for many years to 
come. The big parks especially are com- 
ing back stronger than ever, according 
to results of a study of the run of win- 
ter news items in the park world, and 
are preparing to go at it again with new 
rides, new equipment, and, above all, 
better facilities for meeting the public 
seven-eighths of the way in offering the 
recreation and amusement facilities 
which the public always has needed and 
always will. 

G. R. Lewis, the new manager of Ches- 
ter Park, Coney Island, has been so busy 
on preliminary plans for continuing the 
huge reconstruction project there that 
he has had no time to make an announce- 
ment of the details. Such an announce- 
ment will shortly be forthcoming, how- 
ever. The new project at Clearwater, 
Fla., is an enterprise of major propor- 
tions which has attracted attention 
thruout the United States. Two new 
parks have recently been opened at Ha- 
vana, Cuba. 

Typical among the winter programs 
among the larger parks is the project 
of White City, Chicago, which, accord- 
ing to Herbert A. Byfield, president and 
general manager, is designed to make 
that famous resort “a leader again 
in the amusement parks in the West.” 
Work is progressing rapidly on the gi- 
ant ride, Byfield writes, and it will be 
ready early in May. The athletic field 
is being converted into a greyhound rac- 
ing plant. 

“White City looks forward to contin- 
ued prosperity and an ever-increasing 
attendance in 1928,” he adds. 

Earl McKee, who devises publicity and 
promotion for a considerable list of In- 
dianapolis enterprises, including River- 
view Park, rhapsodizes on what is going 
on there in a long letter about it to The 
Biliboard. The park has been busy all 
winter, he points out, with the roller 
rink and dancing floors playing to ca- 
pacity. Gravel and cinder walks have 
been replaced with neat concrete walk- 
ways, 16 feet wide, thruout the park, and 
600 feet of the walkway has been roofed 
over. The new fun house is about com- 
pleted, and is one of the finest in the 
country, its builders affirm. Much is 
expected of the fun house next summer. 
A new kiddie playground is being con- 
structed, with complete equipment. The 
dining halls are being rebuilt, and sev- 
eral excellently equipped restaurants will 
be ready for the opening of the season. 
A new whip and another penny arcade 
are also being installed, and a building 
is being erected near the entrance where 
free checking service will be offered to 
patrons.

talent. Most of the performers lined up 
for parts in productions being readied, 
rarely apply themselves sympathetically 
to the problems of the producer. These 
temperamental beings demand high 
from the very beginning, and 
thereby make it impossible for the act 
to play even several weeks of trial dates, 
which frequently lead to solid routes at 
good money. The faulty logic of the 
performer in demanding high salaries be- 
fore the act gets a break makes it Im- 
possible for the producer to get his bear- 
ings from the start. Should an ad- 
vanatgeous offer involving several weeks 
of cuts present itself to the producer he 
is unable to avail himself of the chance 
because of the high overhead necessi- 

tated by performers’ salary demands. 

An erstwhile musical comedy juvenile 
was recently engaged by a vaudeville 
producer at a tentative salary of $400 
The producer went ahead energetically 
and succeeded in booking the act “blind” 
with one of the larger circuits at a salary 
which allowed him a small margin of 
profit. When the time came for playing 
rial dates the juvenile demanded $650. 

Jnable to convince the juvenile that con- 
secutive dates at $400 would pay better 
than $650 for a single week or two at the 
most with any other outfit, the producer 
called all bets off. Now the producer 
thanks his lucky stars that he didn't fall 
for the juvenile’s temperamental demand 
—and losing thereby his profits on the 
ict—and the juvenile is still out of a job. 
This case is a sample. It happens in the 
trade every day.
